COMMUNITY FOUNDATIONS. 


House roll 518 ia a bill for an act to create and 


establish county foundations or community trusts and 
to provide for ..the 'regulation and operation ot them 
and although it has so far escaped much of the atten- 
tion given to some other measures before the leg's< 
laturo it offers some thoughts that are decidedly worth 
considering1. 
• , 


According, to John Vt. Stetnhart, who helped develops 


the bill.and wh'o la now watching over its destinies 
along with the introducers, Charles L. Yochum and 
L. G. Yochum, the salient points covered by such a 
measure might be outlined about as fellows: 


"What is the meaning of this foundation plan or 


community trust? 'Thi.s pmn developed first in the 
mind of Judge Frederick H. Coff. -who in 1914 estab- 
lished the Cleveland foundation. Judge Coff felt that 
the same efficiency should be applied to the handling 
of funds to be expended for public welfare and com- 
munity enterprises as has been applied to modern 
business: He therefore brought together a group of 
local people to serve as a distributing body for avail- 
able funds, and a trust company xvas named as trustees. 
The centrpd idea was that gifts of all sizes should 
be received, either as living trusts or as bequests, 
the income to be expended b'y the foundation community 
along the lines 'of the several special bequests or for 
legitimate purposes from which community betterment 
•would accrue. This general plan modified to a greater 
or less degrsa has Spread over the United States until 
forty or fifty communities have today adopted this 
method of controlling the distribution of gifts and be- 
quests from local donors. 
The fund now held by the 


Cleveland foundation Is between $30,000,000 and $40,- 
000,000." 


The Nebraska method proposed is similar to those 


outlined by Mr. Steinhart but it differs in that the 
associations will be created by legislative enactment, 
organized when desired in any county in thb state 
and be under the supervision and control of the state 
banking department—perhaps somewhat of an-imposi- 
tion on that already much-trojibled body. 


Such an organization will make it attractive and 


safe for a person to give a portion of an estate, be It 
large or small, while still living or by will, to the trust 
fund, knowing that the gift will be used conservatively, 
in a business-like manner and without being endangered 
from the weaknesses of individual reformers. 


It is the wish, of nearly every man or woman who 


acquires more than a competence to make a return 
of some of their wealth for the benefit of their com- 
munity and the community trust fund proposed by the 
bill may solve the difficulties that face a person who 
desires to make sure that his or her gift to posterity 
be carefully and sensibly used.

A LOT OF MONEY. 


\\'e are so used, in this post war time, to talking and 


reading about billions of this and billions of that, tliat 
the timely reminder in the Literary Digest of .what a 
billion dollars or rather four and a half billion dollars 
will do, is very much to the point. 


It is graphically shown that four and a half bil- 


lions of dollars is more money than aU the srold and 
silver in the United States would make, is more than 
the total value of an average yearly corn and cotton 
crop. It is three times as much money as is received for 
the yearly production of coal in this country and nearly 
three times the value of the entire diamond output of 
South Africa for a year. 


The figures mean nothing- of course because they 


are compared to an indefinite sum, a sum of four and 
a half billion dollars which is almost, but not quite as 
much money as Great Britain owes the United States. 
It is the amount we were able to raise for that nation 
within two years time while paying- for a g-ood portion 
of the war ourseh es but which England is going to 
need half a century or more to pa^" back.

ISOLATION. 


Tlie evidence is multiplying on every side that (he 


events of the past few months have disturbed the 
confidence of the American people in the efficacv of 
the gospel of isolation. 
They see Europe, freed from 


the dynastic militarism of the Hohenzollerns and the 
Hapsburgfc, sinking into a chaos which threatens thc 
piosperity of the rest of the world. 
They find that 


the. 
economic effects, ignoring political boundaries, are 


beginning to damage the basic industries even of the 
middle west^ and that it is only a question of-^tlme 
before commerce and industry will feel the conse- 
quences also. 
M. Clemenceau, indeed, formulated a 


question which Is now steadily forcing Itself upon pub- 
lie attention: "Have j-ou really accomplished what you 
set out In the war to do? Is the world yet safe for 
democracy?" Is it, indeed, safo for anybody at^> 


However, "it is , obvious that It is not The United 


States a.!onf> which espoused the ^apparent lifeline of 
Isolation two years ago. Practically every other nation 
has done so as well. Is not the ide"a of isolation pre- 
cisely what is the matter with Euroyfe? 
Is not every 


one of the nations of Europe trying to live in Isolation 
from its neighbors? 
And In It not as impossible for 


peace to come to Europe under such conditions as it 
would be for a family of twelve to Tna-ke a success of 
isolation in a four-roomed house? Perhaps they, too, 
are beginning to wonder whether the policy of unre- 
stricted nationalism is so wise as they once believed'. 


It is this idea of self-centered 
national 
isolation 


which lies at the root of all our international problems 
today. 
Tha truth is that selfishness on the part of 


nations is just as fatal to their own internal happiness 
and prosperity as if selfishness in an individual. In- 
ternally It blinds them to what is for their own good 
and spreads a miasma of- selfishness over all classes 
and sections, which- makes for political and social un- 
rest. It even more obviously makes for international 
discord. Every nation wants its own way. It becomes 
suspicious of others indifferent to its needs, and there- 
fore in a constant condition of tension, exploding from 
time to time in open quarrel or war. 


If there is one lesson of history more obvious than 


another, it Is that nations get Into trouble through their 
own follies and sins. 
Yet every nation tends to seek 


for the cause of .its sufferings in the machinations of 
other nations -or .in factors o-Jtside Itself. They prac- 
tically nerer ta&e stock of how far their own actions 
ami policy are contributing thereto 
It ntyst be obvious 


today to everybody who thinks, that there can be no 
possibility of» pence, stable economic conditions, or of 
prosperity in a xvorld divided into political and eco- 
nomic conditions, or of prosperity In a world divided 
into pollUcal .and economic watertight compartments, 
each concerned .to fret everything it needs for Itself 
and often to damage, ' or, at least, to^iffnore, its neigh- 
bors. That is manifestly true of Europe. 
It is becom- 


ing hardly less tnie of thc world-considered as n whole. 


Let us hope, therefore, tlm one result, at any rate. 


of the suffering which mankind Is going through today 
will be to convince all rlvl'.Izcd peoples that the idea 
that they can continue to live unto themselves alone 
in th* modern world Is the biggest single cause of their 
troubles. For whtn they begin to see that truth, it will 
not be Ions before they begin to say to one another, 
"Let us make a frosh Stan. Let us see if the founder 
of the religion w-e all profess to follow was not right 
when he HP id that tho way of salvation was to begin to 
do unto pthers as we would that they should do unto' 
us." 
When once that spirit prevails, and nations nre 


willing to meet on the basis of each sacrificing- some 
thing of its own ambitions or posnessions for tho gen- 
eral good, it will not be long before all yill see that 
they ran secure in co-operation the peace and pros- 
perity ihry can nev«r get for themselves alone.— Chris- 
tian Science* .Monitor.

to the taxpayers will rest with me. 
II the code system is to remain as 
it is, or if it is to be amended with 
popgun legislation where the princi- 
ple of the code s\stem remains and 
any of these middle men known as 
code secretaries arc to b0 retained 
and haVe the responsibility that the 
present code law attempts to give 
them, the appropriations for the next 
two years must be greatly increased 
ab'j\e the amounts named in my sup- 
plementary budget. 


If this duplicate form of govern- 


ment or any part of it is to remain, 
the responsibility for the impositions 
on. the taxpayers which have existed 
for the past four years, and which 
will continue to exist

coming two years, must be borne by 
this legislature and not by the chief 
executive of the state._ 


Back on Business Basis. 


I biibmit this plan of placing the 


state government back on » business 
basis for your consideration. 
We 


have been elected regardless of party 
affiliation to protect the taxpayers 
and to cut out the unnecessary and 
wasteful duplications that the pres- 
ent form of code government lias 
imposed upon the people. 
If I were

wanted to retain the large political 
machine that has been built up in 


cations 
the 


states business on a strict business 
basis. 


Under the plan provided in these 


bills and which was outlined in my 
budget message, the finance depart- 
ment is abolished. These bills pro- 
vide that the accounting work will be 
transferred to tho state auditor's de- 
partment. Tlie department of pur- 
chase and supplies IK transferred to 
the commissioner of public landh mid 
buildings, and the budget department 
will br- directly under thc governor 
but will be prepared by the tax com- 
missioner.

ing the governor the authority to ap-

tutions, the governor la given the' 
authority and power to determine all ' 
the policies of these departments, as 
well as being- g-l\en authority to ad- j 
miriistcr and execute the lawa rela*- j 
tive to these departments. 
j 


These forty-four bills introduced i 


herewith take from 
the governor 


power he now lias, and none of tjjem 
increase any of the power that the 
iro^ernor now has. 
All of these 'tip- 


preme power to determine, execute 
and administer the policies and the 
laws of the state, I would want the 
•present code system retained. 
"We, 


however, are not elected as parti- 
sans; we are elected to give the peo- 
pte relief from their tax burdens and 
from unjust impositions of irrespon- 
sible employees rho have been vest- 
ed with unlimited power to use the 
taxpayers' money as they see fit. 


These bills provide for a complete, 


economical and>businfss administra- 
tion of the state's ,al£airs'regaidless 
of partisan belief or party advan- 
tage. 
We are not building for the 


present alone but for the future as 
well. 
One administration is only 


in power a short time but the state's 
business affairs sbo.ild be so organ- 
ized that the public would be pro- 
tected forever. 


I will be glad to confer with or 


supply information to any members 
oC the legislature or ajiy committees 
representing the legislature in an ef- 
fort to enact these bills into laws at 
the- earliest possible moment, and I 


recommended such s.ecurities, to the 
investor. 


The bills provide that the banking 


department shall be placed dliectly 
under the governor as it formerly 
was and made a department i>y it- 
self where the banking business oi 
the state can be supervised through 
a deputy bank commissioner with the 
decision of the policies relating io 
the banking business placed in tho 
hands of the executive council com- 
posed of state officers. If this plan 
had been in effect during the past 
year, it is not likely that the Hold- 
rege bank matter \v<. 
1 have become 


so complicated or tli_. the supervi- 
sion of the banking business of the 
state would have proven so unsatis- 
factory or a demand at this time be 
madjT for new banking laws to put 
the (supervision _of the banking busi- 
ness on a strict business basis. 


These bills provide for"rnaking the 


insurance department a separate de- 
partment, administered by the gover- 
nor as it formerly was, through ? 
deputy insurance commissioner with 
the executive council acting as a 
board of review to determine 
the 


policies to be pursued 


The hail inaurancu department is 


placed under the deputy insurance 
commissioner, and the fire warden's 
department is dissolved and the fire 
inspection part of it placed under the 
department of inspection. By 
the 


abolishment 
of the department of 


trade and commerce, including tho 
secretary and the changes provided 
in these bills, probably seventeen of 
the employes in this department can 
be dropped from the pay rolls and 
thousands of dollars saved to the 
taxpayers, as well as the investors of 
the state. 


Department of Inspection. 


TheSe bills provide that a depart- 


ment of inspection be established un- 
der the direct supervision of 
the 


g-overnor. 
This enables 
all of the 


present state inspections to be con- 
solidated in one dojuirtpient where 
all duplications are eliminated and 
where one inspector, while be is in 
a town, can make possibly seven in- 
spections in place of having se\ en 
different inspectors annny tlie tu>*i- 
ness men.

enacted into law, cut off one hundred 
and fifty political appointments from 
the governor that he now has author- 
ity to make and is expected to make, 
firid will save the taxpayers thous- 
ands of dollars. 


These bills also taKe out from un- 


der tho governor's authority the de- 
p.artment of purchase~and supplies, 
which IK Riven to the commissioner 
of public lands and buildings. 


The accounting department, which 


is now under the governor, is to be 
given to the state auditor. 


Thp automobile license plate de- 


partmenls now under the governor is 
to be given by theso bills to the 
secretary of state. 


Curtail Power of Governor.
